Committee was interested in our personnel from the standpoint of communism, as 
there had been numerous complaints regarding FBIB. I explained the background of 
that situation and assured him that it was no longer a problem, and that I considered 


it adequately taken care of, as did the Director. On the basis of these assurances, 


Sullivan stated he felt for certain that this particular subject would be dropped. 


-He stated that the Committee was interested in two-possible amendments to the 


National Security Act on our béhalf, “One would eliminate any possibility of State 


“Department censorship and it would give us the independence which it was felt we 


should have. ‘The second would tend to have CIA follow intelligence into the 
Departments to make certain that it was being properly acted upon and being brought 


to the attention of the proper people. I explained that this latter suggestion fell 
so completely into the province of policy that we wished to have no part of it and 
that once intelligence had been forwarded to the appropriate department what use was 


made of it was not within the CIA province. Sullivan also informed me that Rear Adm 


Zacharias had approached the Committee through an intermediary to offer his services 
and experience in en investigation of the Bogota incident but that the Committee had 
rejected his request. 


Se Call received from Chairman Hoffman, House Expenditures Committee, 


requesting a copy of NSCID No. 2, which he alleged had been promised him, I informed 


him that I would see what steps could be taken about releasing it to him.
